In submitting this, our annual report, we feel that our 
schools have been up to the usual standard. ‘There has 
been but one school maintained in town. 

In Division one there have been 23 weeks of schooling 
divided into two terms. The first term of 9, weeks was 
taught by Miss Sadie E. Farley of Hillsboro. This was 
Miss Farley’s third term in the school, which is recom- 
mendation enough for her in the school-room. We should 
have been glad to have kept her the next term but she is 
seeking a higher education and we wish her success. 

The second term of 14 weeks was taught by Miss 
Myrtie S. Conn of Antrim. This was Miss Conn’s first 
attempt as teacher, but she labored for the good of the | 
scholars and very good progress. was made in their stud- 
ies as aresult. In Division No. 2 we have had no school 
as there were only two scholars which we thought best to 
have schooled out of town for the one term they were 
here.
